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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant argues that Kang does not disclose a plurality of framer farms adatpted to generate a 
corresponding plurality of event signals, where the event signals are to request service for corresponding framer farms. Examiner has 
interpreted the plurality of line cards 210 in Fig, 2 as the plurality of framer farms. Specificallty kang discloses " a line card comprisngf 
a line interface and a framner, the interface checking the state of the trunk line - interpreted as request service- to output a link state 
signal - interpreted as an event signal-. See col 3 lines 42-46 , Applicant argues that Kang does not disclose an event manager. 
Examiner disagrees since the processor unit 250 in Fig. 2 performs the function of the event manager including adapting to sequence 
event signals, as in the claimed invention. See col 5 lines 62-67. 
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
